THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


To Ihe Ktlilor of the News:— 


In response to inquiries as to the fruits of 


tho two school systems before the public, 
your correspondent iu yesterday's Daper 
takes some strange propositions. 
He first 


virtually admits that what he and his co- 
workers regard as godless schools, furnijh 
students of a better and higher moral train- 
ing than do the so called religious schools 
under the control of the church or a sect. 
But he says tho pupils in tho Catholic 
schools have a poorer and more degraded 
parentage than those in tho others, and duo 
allowance must be made for this difference. 
But I ask why does this difference in tho 
parontcge exist ? Is it not because tho 
parents were also tanght in the same way? 


Does not the fact stated furnish a still 


strongor argument in fnvor of the common 
school system which lies at tho foundation 
of American institutions ? 
In looking for 


tho fruits now, your correspondent chooses 
to bring in several generations instead of 
one, and then admits tho greater degrada- 
tions, poverty and irroligion of the class 
trained in tho parish or priestly schools.

For it is not with an oyster as it is with 
bread; you cnu'l break it in pieces and 
swallow it iu detail; you can't bito a bit out 
of ono and lay tbo remainder down for 
another attempt. 
An. oyster has to bo 


taken as a whole aud respected as such. It 
refuses to bo dealt with iu detail, and ho 
who attempts it makes a gastronomic failure 
of no small magnitude. Thoro is only ono 
way in wbich an oyster can bo eateu. There 
it lies on tbo shell, hard, white and plump, 
its convoluted edges matching tho rim of 
the shell. You pass tho thin blade of 
your 
knife 
carefully under 
it, 
and 


release tho fibroua heart from its pearly 
connection. Then yon lay your knifo down, 
take the frontal edgo of the oyster firmly be- 
tween your thumb and finger, bring it up in 
front of your face in close contact with your 
lips, look at it an instant, lay your head 
back, shut your eyes, open your mouth, 
place tho delicious morsel on your tongue so 
as to sense its fine saltings, then lot go your 
hold of it, and—away it goes, as slowly and 
easily as a ship glides from the ways into 
tho welcoming sea. 
Whoever has done this 


deed once, and felt tho full physical rap- 
ture of it, has ono memory, at least, that 
will never die while the senses of tho palate 
remain. 


Hot only is there a proper way to eat an 


oyster, but there is also a proper way to pre- 
pare an. oyster to be oaten. Aud as regards 
roasting, this >P the way. First and fore- 
most among tho requisites is a good old- 
fashioned nreplaco with its stone hearth, its 
stout brazen andirons, its white ashos, its 
glowing bed of cools, and its bright, roaring 
flame. Now draw up your low chairs and 
your stools, a tin tray, a coarse towel and a 
short, thin-bltulod kaifo, on every top. aud 
a plate of bread and butter ou tho iloor nt 
your side. Sot a bushel basket full of 
oysters, largo as tho palm of your haud and 
shaped like n scallop, at tho coruor of 
tho fireplace, 
aud a 
pitcher of sweet 


cider 
on 
tho 
sideboard.

ftre ready. 
The host stands, tongn in hand, 


and with nimble motion places twenty of 
the big fellows on tho carefully-laid and 
blazing sticks.

SHELLEY'S DEATH.—Death-bed confessions 


reveal many strange things, but ouo of the 
strangest now reported is tho secret of tho 
manner ia.which the post Shelley mot his 
doath. 
"While cruising in his favorite yacht 


with a companion along tho Italian coast, 
near Spezzia, upon the day of his death, the 
-two were suddenly enveloped, with other 
craft, in a black cloud of the class that carry 
dangerous squalls. 
When the cloud cleared 


away there was 
revealed to a friendly 


watcher upon the shore Shelley's yacht 
capsized, though all other craft had sus- 
tained no mishap. 
Tho bodies of tho un- 


fortunate occupants wero found, and for 
years it has been tho general belief that tho 
poet was drowned by the accidental upset- 
ting of his boat in n storm. But an old 
Italian sailor recently died at Spezzia 
who, 


it is said, confessed to n priest, with in- 
structions to mako it public, that he had 
been one of the crow to maliciously run 
down Shelley's boat under tho impression 
that the rich "milord Byron" was on board 
•with lots of money. They did not intend to 
sink tho boat, but to board it and murder 
Byron. Tho craft, however, went over as 
noon as struck. That Shelley should have 
perished by an act of piracy intended for 
another, even more renowned, was perhaps 
a death.that consorted as well with tho con- 
tradictions of his life as ouy other could 
have dono.
